If the President decided it was, 
his next step could b e to oppose 
it with the U. S. 7th Fleet and oth­ 
er American military power. 
This, in part, is what Peiping 
radio said, as Red guns pounded 
Quemoy and Matsu in

The Red radio called on Nation­

U. S. officials said this is prob ­ 
ab ly the toughest such statem ent 
yet made b y the Red Chinese on 
this highly inflammab le sub ject. 
There was speculation on For­ 
mosa that if the Reds really in­ 
tended to inv ade the Quemoy are* 
they would not b roadcast it in ad­ 
v ance. 
Eisenhower told his news con­ 
ference Wednesday that Quemoy 
and Matsu no longer are consid­ 
ered mere outposts. He said they 
are interlocked with Formosa as 
nev er b efore, 
with

Chiang’s forces deployed on the 
little islands within sight of the 
China mainland. 
But Eisenhower refused to b e 
drawn out on whether this would

It did no t give in to th e temptatio n to 
th ro w o pen th e do o rs o f th e U. S. Treasury 
in th e h o pe o f winning th e gratitude o f 
vo ters. 


Despite th e eno rmo us amo unt o f mo ney it 
auth o rized fo r spending — 140 billio n do llars 
in its two sessio ns—th e 85th Co ngress did 
no t yield to th e h ysterical impulse o f th e 
do llar distributo rs wh o urged it to put th e 
co untry o n a h ando ut basis early th is year. 
Neith er did it yield to th e demands o f th e 
daffy friends o f th e taxpayer wh o urged it 
to slash taxes wh ile ladling o ut federal funds. 
Had th e advice o f critics wh o h arped at 
th e Eisenh o wer administratio n fo r insisting 
th at th e recessio n wo uld wear itself o ut been 
taken, th e United States no w wo uld be co m­ 
mitted to a vast pro gram o f lo cal public 
wo rks. 


Instead o f lo o king ah ead to th e pro spect o f 
mo re self - sufficiency fo r agriculture, th e 
co untry no w wo uld be co mmitted to an even- 
mo re 
expensive sch edule o f h ando uts to 
farmers and pro cesso rs. 
Instead o f sh uddering at th e new natio nal 
debt limit o f 288 billio n do llars, th e American 
taxpayer wo uld be sh ivering at th e certain­ 


ty o f being saddled th is year with a deficit 
several times th e size o f th is year’s eigh t- 
billio n sh o rtage and a cumulative deficit o f 
mo re th an 300 billio n. 
President Eisenh o wer was under relentless 
pressure early th is year to th ro w h is execu­ 
tive influence beh ind an all-o ut spending pro ­ 
gram. His Demo cratic critics, particularly, 
made it plain th ey intended to lash h im mer­ 
cilessly with po pular resentment o f th e re­ 
cessio n. 
Led by fo rmer President Truma, 
th ey said th ings» abo ut h is presidential lead­ 
ersh ip th at wo uld make even th at case-h ard­ 
ened o ld warh o rse unco mfo rtable, if h e co uld 
remember th em. 
Eleven Demo cratic go verno rs jumped into 
th e melee and demanded a wh o lesale spend­ 
ing pro gram. Th e screech o f th e “bo o ndo g 
gle” was h eard in th e land o nce mo re. 
Creeping so cialists were getting up o n th eir 
h aunch es and dreaming o f breaking into a 
gallo p. 
It seemed unlikely th at Co ngress 
co uld be restrained fro m a h and-o ut decisio n. 
But it was — and in th e sh o wdo wn th e re­ 
straint came fro m co ngressio nal leadersh ip. 
Th ere was no legislative panic. Th ere was 
no dramatic tax-slash ing to wo rsen th e defi­ 
cit pro spect — and th e deficit pro spect was 
o nly a fractio n o f wh at it wo uld h ave turned 
into h ad th e do llar-daffiness bo ys go ne ber­ 
serk. Th e fact th ey didn’t is th e brigh test 
spo t o f all in th e reco rd o f th e 8 5th Co ngres.

Co mmunism*s drive into Africa 
is causing rising co ncern in th e 
No rth Atlantic co mmunity. 
NATO h as just taken th e unusual 
step o f circulating 
amo ng its 15 
members a detailed analysis o f th e 
anato my o f Red infiltratio n into 
th e Dark Co ntinent. Th e intentio n 
is no t th at NATO sh o uld take co l­ 
lective actio n to co mbat th e Co m­ 
munist drive but th a individual 
members can mo ve aganst it. 
Nikita Kh rush ch ev identified th e 
lo ng-range target in Farica at th e 
20th Co ngress o f th e So viet Co m­ 
munist party in February, 1956: 
“Th e disintegratio n o f th e im­ 
perialist co lo nial system, no w tak­ 
ing place, is a po stwar develo p­ 
ment o f wo rld h isto ric significance. 
Th e co mplete 
abo litio n 
o f th e 
infamo us system o f co lo nialism h as 
been put o n th e agenda as o ne o f 
th e mo st acute and pressing pro b­ 
lems.” 
Th e blueprint fo r actio n was 
written fo r th e Reds’ th eo retical 
bible, th e magazine Ko mmunist, in 
June, J9 57, by Pro f. I: Po tekh in, 
deputy directo r o f th e Institute o f 
Eth no graph y in th e So viet Acad­ 
emy o f Sciences. Pro f. Po tekh in is 
th e h igh priest o f th e African sub­ 
versio n mo vement. 
His article made fo ur po ints: 
1. Britain’s 
po licy 
o f leading 
African territo ries to self-go vern­ 
ment is a mo ve to ensure 
th e 
co ntinuity o f th eir eco no mic and 
po litical ties with th e West. 
2. Suppo rt fo r S o v i e t po licies 
sh o uld be so ugh t amo ng wo rkers 
and trade unio ns rath er t h a n 
amo ng th e bo urgeo isie. 
3. Independent African natio ns 
sh o uld be asso ciated with th e cur­ 
rent neutralist po licies o f Asia. 
4. P e a c e f u l co existence is a 
th eme under wh ich th e So viet blo c 
can establish links with th e newly 
independent African natio s. 
Here is th e NATO co utry - by­ 
co untry summary o n Red activities 
in Africa: 


EGYPT — During th e first 10 
mo nth s o f 1957 th e So viet Unio n 
was Egypt’s main trading partner, 
Ch ina was seco nd and Czech o slo ­ 
vakia th ird. 
Co lo nel Nasser h as allo wed h im­ 
self tc bt misled into believing th at 
h e can pursue a co urse o f accept- 
ing Co mmunist h elp with o ut fall­ 
ing under Co mmunist co ntro l. 
Th e Afro -Asian Co nference (in 
Cairo o ver th e year-end) h as per­ 
h aps do ne mo re th an any o th er 
single even to sh o w h im th e dan­ 
gers into wh ich h e is running. 
“It seems pro bable,” th e NATO 
repo rt states, “Th at h e h as rec­ 
o gnized th e real mo tive beh ind 
Co mmunist o ffers o f friendsh ip. It 
may also be th at h e will find mo re 
difficulty in disso ciating Egypt 
fro m Co mmunist tentacles th an h e 
expected.” 


SUDAN — Ch inese and So viet 
o vertures fo r trade and eco no mic 
aid, to give th e Sudan a market 
fo r its co tto n, h ave no t yet been 
answered by th e Sudanese go vern­ 
ment. Co mmunism is illegal in th e 
Sudan, so Red gro ups o perate as 
th e Anti-Imperialist Fro nt, an o r­ 
ganizatio n o f intellectuals center­ 
ing aro und Kh arto um University 
students. 
Th e Fro nt’s president, A b de l 
Kh alig M a h g o u b, applied in 
August, 1957, to fo rm a legal Co m­ 
munist party but was refused per­ 
missio n. 
Sudanese Peace Partisans h eld 
th eir first co ngress in 19 57; th e 
secretary general o f th e Suda- 
nese-S o v i e t Friendsh ip So ciety 
visited Mo sco w last Octo ber; th e 
8,000-member unio n o f Sudanese 
wo men and th e 27 -ch apter Unio n o f 
Sudanese Ycmth are asso ciated 
with wo rld Co mmunist federatio ns.

In fact, 
Judge Learned Hand o f New Yo rk, 
famo us member o f th e U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Co urt o t‘ Appeals, no w retired, 
warns th at th e Supreme Co urt h as 
lately been taking o n th e aspect 
o f a “th ird legislative ch amber.” 
One o f th e mo st tragic th ings 
abo ut th e wh o le integratio n co n­ 
tro versy h as been th e tendency to 
minimize th e feeling o f th e peo ple 
o f th e So uth and to lo o k upo n*th tir 
attitude into lerantly, as merely a 
disrespect fo r law o r fo r th e Co n­ 
stitutio n. 
Pro gress in a demo cracy in th e 
so lutio n o f vexatio us pro blems will 
never be made if o ne side merely 
calls names and do esn’t wish to 
listen to th e arguments o f th e 
o th er side. 
Th e So uth ’s case h as never been 
presented as fully ir. th e No rth 
as it deserves and th o se wh o h ave 
attempted to give th e So uth ’s ar­ 
guments h ave been deno unced as 
prejudiced o r inflammato ry. 
Atty. General William P. Ro g­ 
ers, in an address th is week to th e 
American Bar Asso ciatio n, issued 
a timely warning wh en h e said: 
“No o ne sh o uld try to minimize 
th e pro blems o f lo cal adjustment 
po sed in certain areas by th ese 
decisio ns. 
“All o f us must be mindful th at 


fo r so me co mmunities th e princi- t 
pie o f law declared is o ne wh ich 
runs against io ng-ingrainei . 
its, 
custo fas, and practices, wh ich were 
th o ugh t to be co nsistent with th e 
Co nstitutio n. 
“We must remember and co m­ 
preh end th e significance 
o f 
th e 
fact th at fo r mo re th an five dec­ 
ades th ese co mmunities h ad rea­ 
so n to rely upo n “Plessy vs. Fer­ 
guso n’ (Supreme Co urt decisio n o f 
189 6 ), wh ich enunciated th e co n­ 
cept o f ‘separate but equal.* To 
be unmindful o f th is is to be 
unreaso nable and unrealistic.” 


MOST 
REGRETTABLE, 
o f 
co urse, is th e general ur.familiari- 
ty, exh ibited in so many quarters, 
with th e difference between a co urt 
dcisio n and a federal law. 
Th us, fo r instance, wh en Go v. 
Faubus, in addressing th e Arkan­ 
sas Legislature th is week, po inted

law” o r th at th ir “privileges’ as 
citizens were being infringed un­ 
der th e 14th Amendment. 
Th e truth is th e 14th Amendment 
was ado pted by a Co ngress wh ico 
never h ad th e sligh test idea th at 
th is wo uld ever be used to im­ 
po se integratio n in th e sch o o ls. 
Fo r th e same Co ngress th at spo n­ 
so red th e 14th Amendment enact­ 
ed a law pro viding fo r separate 
sch o o ls fo r wh ites and Negro es in 
th e natio nal capital itself. 
Th e 14th Amendment, mo reo ver, 
specifically gives 
to 
Co ngress 
th e po wer to “enfo rce” th e pro ­ 
visio ns o f th e amendment and no 
federal law h as ever been passed 
co vering 
s c h o o l 
integratio n 
th ro ugh o ut th e co untry. 


SMALL WONDER th at th e peo ­ 
ple o f th e So uth f« el th ey h ave 
every righ t to use any legal meth ­ 
o d to test Ih e sco pe o f th e Su­ 
preme Co urt’s 1954 decisio n by th e 
passage o f state laws permitting 
integratio n by vo luntary means an 
furnish ing financial aid to students 
to attend private sch o o ls if th ey 
do n’t want to attend public sch o o l* 
th at are integrated. 
Yet th is very meth o d o f trying 
to deal with h e sch o o l pro blem 
by new state laws i* ch aracter­ 
ized as “defiant” 
in press dis­ 
patch es 
repo rting t h a t 
th e 
Arkansas Legislature, by o ver­ 
wh elming vo te, h ad just ado pted 
such laws. Th ere is no “defiance” 
wh en th e pro per legal pro cedure« 
are utilized. 
Th e segregatio n co ntro versy is 
no lo nger sectio nal.

Chief Resigns 


Harrington to End 
Three-Year Career 


WASHINGTON (API - Russel] 
C. Harrington said today the big­ 
gest task in being internal reve­ 
nue commissioner is not sq ueezing 
money out of reluctant taxpayers, 
but hiring the right people and 
promoting good relations with the 
public. 
Harringon spoke in an inter­ 
view after deciding to end nearly 
three years as the nation’s chief 
tax collector. 
The 67-year-old Rhode Islander 
handed his resignation to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower Thursday. The 
President regretfully accepted it, 
effective 
Sept. 30, and 
started 
looking for a new commissioner. 
Harrington said he doesn’t know 
who his successor might be. 
In a letter to the outgoing com­ 
missioner, 
Eisenhower spoke of 
the personal sacrifice he said of 
ten accompanies service like Har 
rington’s. The revenue post pays 
$21,000 a year—not a high salary 
for a successful businessman who 
maintains two homes—in Provi­ 
dence and Washington—and likes 
to take his wife along on travels 
about the country. 
Harrington said he plana to 
stay in ashington, working for 
his old accounting firm of Ernst 
& Ernst. 
An aide said the retiring com 
missioner would serve his com­ 
pany as a contact man with fed­ 
eral agencies—all agencies, that 
is, except the Internal Revenue 
Service. 
Reflecting on his experiences as 
revenue 
chief, 
Harrington 
said 
‘‘this is fundamentally an admin­ 
istrative and public relations job,” 
adding: “The job of the commis­ 
sioner is to see that he has a 
good organization of top people. 
He has freq uent meetings and re­ 
ports and he has to meet con­ 
gressmen, 
and 
taxpayers 
and 
make speeches to various organ­ 
izations throughout the country.” 
hat he termed the technical 
aspects of tax collecting Harring­ 
on said, are handled by career 
revenue service men. He said the 
commissioner doesn’t have to pass 
on these technical q uestions too 
often.

Rankin’s flat opposition to de­ 
lay at Little Rock appeared to 
conflict with Eisenhower’s gener­

But White 
House press secretary James C. 
Hagerty said there was no diver­ 
gence of views. Hagerty said Ei­ 
senhower specifically approved the 
Justice Department argument in 
advance. 
After Butler appealed for pa­ 
tience and forbearance, Chief Jus­ 
tice lVarren said he believes every 
member of the high court recog­ 
nizes “the very great problem 
your school board has.”

Instead, the Supreme Court or­ 
dered the new arguments Sept. 
11, at which time the entire Little 
Rock case may be disposed of. 
The court gave the school board 
until Sept. 8 to file its appeal from 
the Circuit Court’s action revers­ 
ing Judge Lemley’s 2Vi-ycar delay 
order. 
At the same time, lawyers for 
the school board, the NAACP and 
the government were asked to 
file their briefs by Sept. 10 — the 
day before the new arguments.

Communists Step Up 


Tan Islets Shelling 


TAIPEI, Formosa <AP> — The 
Chinese Communists stepped up 
their artillery attack on the Tan 
islets in Amoy Bay today, hurling 
a blistering 7,120 shells into the 
136 Nationalist-held acres in an 
hour. 
It was the heaviest concentra­ 
tion in the nearly four years of 
vest pocket war in the Formosa 
Strait. 
The 
bombardment 
heightened 
speculation that the Communists 
soon would try to take the isles. 
Only 2Vfe miles from their port of 
Amoy, they are used by the Na­ 
tionalists as lookout posts from 
which to alert naval forces block­ 
ading Amoy. 
The Nationalist island fortress 
of Quemoy, 15 miles out from 
Amoy, got off relatively lightly. 
The Nationalist Defense Ministry 
said the Reds fired 783 rounds at 
Quemoy during a four-hour period 
begining at dawn. Then the Com­ 
munist guns turned on the Tans. 
Peiping radio warned the Quem­ 
oy defenders to surrender or die. 
The sharp retort from Taipei was 
‘‘come on and see what happens.”

ÍIRST CONTACT 
WITH ATMOSHERE 


<1) As if the spaceman did not already hav e 
enough to contend with, the absence of a protectiv e 
blanket of air in space will pose y et another 
problem—that of intense heat and cold. In orbit 
•bout the Earth, the side of a ship toward the 
Sun will be heated to hundreds of degrees; the 
tide in shadow will feel intense subzero cold. 
Permanent-apace stations may solv e this prob­ 
lem by rotating, thus presenting each side briefly 
to the Sun, or by a sy stem of light shutters, or 
by strips of light reflecting and/or absorbing paint. 
Adequate insulation and temperature controls in 
the interior will be a necessity . Information gained 
from the first satellites, the Vanguard and Ex ­ 


plorer, show thut liv able interior temperatures 
were successfully maintained.

<2) Perhaps ev en more difficult than escaping 
the Earth is the task of returning to it. Trav eling 
at an orbital v elocity of some 18 ,000 miles per 
hour, a spaceship would burn up from friction 
upon entering the atmosphere. Ships like the X-15, 
due to be flown nex t y ear, will inv estigate, among 
other things, way s -of safely returning to Earth. 
Inset shows two miniature nose cones, before 
and after a heat test Nose at right shows the 
destructiv e effects of ex treme atmospheric fric­ 
tion generated at a speed of 4,500 miles per hour 
in a wind tunnel. The Army has announced that 


tests with its Thor missile hav e solv ed the re-entry 
problem, at least for a mouse passenger. 
(3) Returning a satellite to Earth may Inv olv e 
a series of dips in and out of the atmosphere, 
gradually slowing the craft’s speed. The ship 
would “ skip glide” around the Earth on top of the 
atmosphere, alternately gliding into it at a shal­ 
low angle, pulling out into space to cool off, then 
entering it again. It would finally land as a high­ 
speed glider. 
Although the first manned satellite need not 
necessarily be a winged rocket, but possibly a 
nose cone capsule equipped with braking rockets 
and metal mesh parachutes, adv anced satellites 
wilL-probably employ the method shown abov e.
